WASHINGTON, September 14.—No additional 
information has been received to-day either 
at the war or navy department with regard. to 
the loss of the Arctic relief steamer Proteus, 
and the failure of Lieutenant Garl ington’ s 
expedition.

THE CANTON RIOT, 

Lonpon, September 24.—A dispate h from 
Hong Kong to the Standard gives additional 
details of the rioting at Canton, on Monday 
last. The riot began at 8 o’clock in the 
morning, as previously stated. The trouble 
was caused by a quarrel between some Uhi- 
nese and a Poriuguese watchman on a quarry. 
During the latter part of the riot some of the 
merchants armed themselves to defend their 
property. The party consisted of nine Ger- 
mansand two Englismen. They fired into 
the mob, killing five Chinamen and wound 
ing many more. The arrival of the Chinese 
troops finally checked the mob. There are 
now two Brittish, one French and five Chi 
nese gunboats moored in the river abreast the 
foreign settlement. The Chinese have pla- 
cards on the walls of the city applauding the 
action of the populace and_ calling 
upon them to kill the Europe- 
ans at the next opportunity which 
presents itself. Thedifferent consuls at Can- 
ton admit thet the situation is very serious, 
and that the ‘future of the Kuropean col- 
ony is gloomy in. the extreme. There is 
almost open war between the native and for- 
eign elements, and it will be necessary to 
have men-of-war inthe harbor for a long time 
as a measure of protection.

Whatits Treasurer hasto Say About the Use of the 
State Appropriation. 

THE COoNSTITUTION- yesterday interviewed 
Professor Bumstead, the treasureft of Atlanta 
university, concerning the proposed measure 
restricting the use of the $8,000 given to that 
institution annually by the state. 

‘Professor, what have you to say in regard 
to the movement to restrict your use of the 
state appropriation?’
